| The Republic of San Marino occupies only thirty-eight 

"square miles and has a population of about ten thousand 
pouls. The government is both simple and just. There is a 
General Council of sixty members, who are elected for life. 
They are chosen from the different elements among the peo- 
ple. From these two Councils are elected for six montha. 
The Council has legislative powers and from its members is 
selected the Great Council of Twelve, which is the Supreme 
Court of the land. The independence of San Marino was 
recognized by the Kingdom of Italy. March 22, 1862. Since 
that time cordial relations have existed between San Marino 
and the Italian Government. The little Republic coins its 
own money, at least in small denominations, which is accepted 
in Italy. For the most part the business of San Marino is 
done with Italian money. 

It is hardly nécessary to add that the entire population 
of San Marino is Catholic. The elections are held in the 
Cathedral church immediately following Solemn Mass offer- 
ed by the Bishop. They are a simple people, devoted for the 
most part to agriculture and the growing of vines. It is one 
of the happiest little spots on earth. It would be a pity to 
see this little Republic pass into alien hands. We may pray 
that the story of its seeming bankruptcy is a mistake, that 
this oldest Republic in the world may live to be an example 
for its higher sisters among the nations,—B. X. O'R.
